Labour’s Israel Kargman. chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, 
replied to the motion on the grounds 
that since it was a Party affair, there 
was no need for a Minister to reply.

‘Deeply committed’ to search 
for M.E. peace, Vance says 



Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Secretary of State Gyrus Vance 
said last night that the U.S. was 
"deeply committed" to playing a 
role in the search for peace In the 
Middle East, stressing that "we will 
work with you in full conaultatlon. as 
we will with leaders of other coun- 
tries." 

Speaking off the cuff in response to 
Fb reign Minister Ylgal Alton at a 
dinner given In his honour at the 
Knesset, Vance said he deeply ap- 
preciated his talks with Israel 
Government leaders yesterday. 
“They were held In a spirit of 
frankness and sincerity and fulfilled 
my expectations. I came away from 
them with an understanding of your 
position and concerns." 

He said that the purpose of his 
current visit in the region was to 
learn how the U.S. could better 
facilitate the process towards peace 
and move it to its conclusion. He will 
now go to the neighbouring capitals 
to “learn the Arab leaders' views of 
the search for peace.” 

Warning that the road towards 
peace will not be easy, Vance said 
that this should not he a deterrent. 
“We shall persevere in searching for. 
peace* believing that in the end it 
will be achieved.'’ 

Israel Arabs to 
Amman tomorrow 

Jerusalem Post Staff 
Jordan yesterday approved the en- 
try of a 22-man delegation of Israel 
Arab notables seeking to extend con- 
dolences to King Hussein on the 
death of Queen Alla. The delegation 
was expected to leave for Amman 
across the Allen by Bridge tomorrow 
morning. 

This la the first delegation of Israel 
Arabs to go to an Arab country since 
1948. It Includes the trustee of the 
Moslem wakf (religious property) 
fund in Haifa, SuhaU Shukrl, the Kadi 
(religious court judge) of Acre, 
Sheikh Mohammed Hubeishi, a 
Greek Orthodox community leader, 
Jan Majdalani of Haifa, and Acre 
Magistrate Sahl Jorrah. They are ex- 
pected to spend five days In Jordan. 

UPI, last night quoted Jordanian 
government sources In Amman as 
saying that the delegation would not 
be allowed to enter Jordan. 

Soviet emissary 
confers in Amman 

AMMAN. — A senior Soviet envoy- 
yesterday conferred with Jordanian 
Premier Modar Badran on the Mid- 
dle East and prospects for a Geneva 
peace conference. 

Mikhail Sytenko, head of the 
Soviet Foreign Ministry’s Middle 
Eastern Department, is on a fact- 
finding tour of the Middle East which 
has taken him to three capitals 
ahead of Secretary of State Gyrus 
Vance. He has visited Egypt and 
Syria, and plans to go to. 
Lebanon. (Reuter) 


Vance said his day in Jerusalem 
was memorable and moving," es- 
pecially tbe Holocaust memorial 
ceremony at Yad Voshem. “It Is 
hard to believe that something like 
that could ever have taken place." 

Welcoming the first leader of the 
Carter Administration to visit 
Jerusalem, Alton said Israel had a 
clear-cut message for Vance to 
carry to the neighbouring capitals. 
This Is that Israel is prepared to 
reconvene the Geneva peace con- 
ference as soon as possible in its 
original format. 

"We are also prepared to negotiate 
outside the Geneva framework,” said 
Alton, "If our neighbours so desire — 
in the region, in Washington or at 
any other place.” 

Israel would prefer to move swift- 
ly to a true, comprehensive and 
durable peace, Alton said, but if the 
Arab leaders are not ready for this, 
we are prepared to discuss, as a first 
stage, a more limited approach 
which would at least Include an end 
. to the state of war. 

Stressing that Israel was looking 
forward to a continued and “fully 
coordinated" U.S. role in future 
negotiations, Alton recalled Presl- 
•'dent Carter's Middle East policy 
statement last June In which he said 
that the U.S. should "never attempt 
to impose a settlement on Israel." 

He also recalled Carter saying that 
"we should not force Israel to make

WASHINGTON — While all the latest 
reports give slim chances for U.S. 
approval of the sale of the controver- . 
slal cluster bombs to Israel, the 
White House spokesman yesterday 
denied that President Carter had In- 
itially assured Israel his Administra- 
tion would honour all former Presi- 
dent Ford's arms commitments to 
Israel. 

White House spokesman Jody 
Powell told reporters that a decision 
an the cluster bombs would be releas- 
ed this week. 

The State Department also declin- 
ed to say whether the transaction 
would be approved. The Department 
spokesman said only that Secretary 
of State Gyrus Vance discussed the 
Issue with President Carter shortly 
before leaving Washington on his 
current Middle East Journey. 

During the past two weeks, there 
have been several reports in the 
Israel an d U. S. media, Including a 
report on CBS News on Tuesday, that 
Secretary Vance had assured Israel 
that all U.S. arms commitments to 


Israel made by Ford, including the 
cluster bomb transaction, would be 
honoured. 

French confirm 
Rabin visit

PARIS. — The French Foreign 
Ministry yesterday confirmed that 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin had 
accepted an Invitation to make the 
first official visit to France by an 
Israel bead of government since 
David Ben-Gurlon came here In 1961. 

A Qua! d'Orsay spokesman said 
Foreign Minister Louis de 
Gulrlngaud issued the Invitation on 
behalf of President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing during his meeting with 
Foreign Minister Ylgal Alton In 
Brussels last week. 

The spokesman added that Israel 
had accepted, leaving the choice of 
date open between early in the spring 
or following the elections in May.

"Only an American policy based 
on these essential principles would 
be conducive to peace." Alton stated. 

The Foreign Minister pointed out 
that there was a greater sense of 
realism In the area, expressed in the 
conviction that there is no military 
solution to the conflict and that there 
Is no substitute for progress through 
political _ discussions . 

"We aim at a real and genuine 
peace and not at a substitute for 
peace. A lasting peace, based on 
mutual compromise and not on un- 
ilateral concessions." All on added 
that, at the same time, “we do not 
envisage peace that will not include 
a solution to the Palestinian issue, 
agreed between Israel, Jordan and 
the Palestinians themselve 
The some 200 guests at the dinner 
at the Knesset’s Chagall chamber in- 
cluded the Knesset Speaker, the 
President of the Supreme Court, 
former Premier Golda Meir, 
Defence Minister Shimon Peres, 
Ministers MoShe Baram, Victor 
Sbemtov and Gideon Hausner, 
Jewish Agency Executive Chairman 
Yosef Almogi, Prof. Yigael Yadln 
and Ariel Sharon. 


Vance spoke at a press conference 
at the Kin g David Hotel in Jerusalem 
at the end of his visit to Israel, which 
began Tuesday night. He is schedul- 
ed to fly to Cairo this morning, on the 
second leg of a six-nation swing 
which also will take him to Lebanon, 
Saudi Arabia, Jordan m*d Syria. 

The Secretary did not specify tbe 
course of peace action which 
Washington would hammer out, but 
indicated that President Jimmy 
Carter might outline an American 
formula upon receiving a report on 
the outcome of the Vance mission. 
Vance said that he now had a "much 
clearer understanding of the position 
of Israel" with respect to a settle- 
ment, add i n g that he would probe the 
Arab leaders' views on a peace solu- 
tion to the Middle East conflict. 

The Secretary reiterated that the 
Palestinian problem was a key Issue, 
along with the concept of peace and 
the question of withdrawal In a settle- 
ment. He also noted that he saw no 
basis for the participation of tbe 
Palestine liberation Organization In 
peace conferences, in view of 'their 
rejection of UN resolutions 242 and 
338. 

After the day, long talks 

Israel side seemed pleased 
with Vance's undertaking to consult 
closely and fully with Israel during 
the impending buildup for a new 
pease venture. Israel officials spoke 
In terms of a "new joint strategy," to 
be moulded by Israel and the Carter 
administration. 

Vance himself, however, was 
markedly less committal in 
deliberately-chosen remarks after 
last -night's state dinner in hls 
honour. He pledged “full con- 
sultations" with Israel's leaders "... 
as with the leaders of the other coun- 
tries" involved in the conflict. 

Pressed on this point at hls news 
conference later, he affirmed that 
-there was a “special relationship" 
between Washington and Jerusalem, 
but pointed out that the U.S. must, bx 
Its role of peacemaker, consult close- 
ly with all the parties concerned. 

During the talks, the Israel side 
suggested a possible Interim agree- 
ment between Israel and Lebanon, 
with a view towards stabilizing the 
situation in southern Lebanon. 
Fbreign Minister Ylgal Alton argued 
that, since the Lebanese b order has 
become Andw confrontation line, the 
interests of stability demand a more 
permanent arrangement. 

Israel officials explained later that 
while such an agreement would be 
concluded between Israel and 
Lebanon, it would have to have full 
backing from tbe Syrians In order to 
have practical value. Vance, the of- 
ficials said, did not respond im- 
mediately to this suggestion. 

The Israel ministers who met with 
Vance thanked the Secretary for Us 
diplomatic efforts during the recent 
Nabatiya crisis. 

Israel officials divulged last night 
that the large bulk of Syrian forces 
had been "redeployed" very close to 
the line they held on January 28. 
before they moved Into Nabatiya and 
crossed the "Red Line" which Israel 
maintains to be its security belt with 
Lebanon. The latest movement, they 
said had taken place only yesterday. 

Vance was asked by the Israel aide 
to continue his good offices, to en- 
sure that the Syrians move back to. 
positions that they had held on 
January 23. 

On outstanding U.S. -Israel issues, 
Vance heard Israel's plea, voiced by 
Defence Minister Shimon Peres, to 
look again at the American veto of 
the sale of Kflr warplanes to 
Ecuador. According to Israel of- 
ficials, the Secretary showed little 
signs of reconsidering. The 


American position, as explained by 
Vance, stemmed from President 
Carter's stand on avoiding an all-out 
arms race In the volatile Latin 
American region, to which the U.S. 
is particularly sensitive. 

Israel als o rei terated its pending 
request for CSU-72 cluster bombs, 
and here again, Vance waa non- 
committal. Israel officials say that 
Washington has promised a final 
answer within a week, but privately, 
they do not seem hopeful that the 
Carter administration will go along 
with the pledge to provide the 
weapons to Israel, as promised by 
the Ford administration in Its final 
month in office. There is con- 
siderable antipathy In the U.S. to the 
deployment or proliferation of these 
weapons even to the U.S. armed 
forces, the Israel sources noted. 

On the matter of oil exploration In 
the Sinai, touched briefly in the 
talks, the two sides "agreed to dis- 
agree", in (he words of Israel 
sources. 

The day's talks began with an in-" 
timate breakfast at Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin's home in Jerusalem. 
The Prime Minister and the 
Secretary were joined by Philip 
Habib, Undersecretary of State for 
Political Affairs, and Simcha D ini tz, 
the Israel ambassador to the U.S. 

This meeting was in the nature of a 
preliminary survey of the entire 
range of Middle East problems, and 
Rabin emerged saying that he was 
"very, very satisfied." Aides ex- 
plained afterwards that the Premier 
had been gratified by the “relaxed 
atmosphere and positive spirit" of 
the talks. 

It was at this meeting that Vance 
delivered to the Prime Minister and 
Mrs. Rabin an invitation for them to 
visit Washington early next month. 
The tentative date for the meeting, it 
Is understood, is March 3. 

After meeting with Vance for 50 
minutes yesterday evening at the 
King David Hotel, Peres said that he 
did not feel the Americans had 
“interfered" In the struggle for the 
Labour Party leadership by Inviting 
Rabin to Washington. "We only have 
one Prime Minister at a time,” he 
quipped. 

The parties then proceeded to the 
Foreign Ministry complex, fora two- 
hour session with Foreign Minister 
Allah and top ministry aides. 

The central meeting of the day was 
a 8 >4- hour working lunch at the 
Prime Minister’s office In the KLrya. 
On the Israel side, the participants 
were Rabin, Alton, Peres, Chief of 
Staff Rav-AJuf Mbrdechai Gur, Aluf 
Shlomo Gazlt (bead of Military 
Intelligence), Prof. Yehoshafat 
Harkabl, (Rabin's adviser on in- 
telligence). Dlnitz, Amos Eran 
(director-general of the Prime 
Minister's office). Prof. Shlomo 
Avinerl, (director-general of the 
Foreign Ministry) , Ephraim Evron, 
(deputy director-general) and other 
aides. 

With the Secretary were Philip 
Habib, Under-Secretary of State fair 
Political Affairs; Alfred Atherton, 
Assistant Secretary of State for Near 
Eastern and South Aslan Affairs; 
Harold Saunders. Director of the 
Bureau of Intelligence and Research 
of tbe Department of State ; Anthony 
Lake, Director of Policy Planning 
Staff at the Department of State; 
William Quandt, Office Director of 
Middle East and North African Af- 
fairs, National Security Council. 

Later in the day, Vance called on 
President Ephraim K st »i r and on 
former Prime Minister Golda Meir. 

Rabin opened the lunch-time ses- 
sion with a strong statement presen- 
ting the need to keep Israel mllitari-

The police spokesman described as 
Irregular, but probably not illegal, a 
reported statement by high-level of- 
ficers published in "Yediot 
Aharonot." According to the 
newspaper, two top police officers 
told a reporter that Yadlin had kept 
the money. One of the officers 
reportedly said that Yadlin possibly 
influenced a few people to give to the 
party, »but "to the best of our 
knowledge," he kept most of the 
money himself. 

The officer reportedly went on to 
say that the police had no intention of 
Investigating Yadlin *s accusations in 
court on Monday, that he had passed 
on the funds to Labour Party of- 
ficials. until after the Judge hands 
down sentence next Tuesday. The 
police will then investigate only if the 


Judge takes the charges seriously, 
the officer reportedly said. 

The police spokesman said, 
however, that It would he impossible 
to identify the loquacious officers in 
question, if they actually existed, 
because newsmen could not be com- 
pelled to reveal their sources. 

Hi another report, "^a’ariv" iden- 
tified the firm referred to in a note to 
Asher Yadlin from his cousin. 
Education Minister Aharon Yadlin. 
At the time the note was dated, 
Aharon Yadlin was secretary- 
general of the Labour Party. 

According to the court protocol, the 
note read: “With reference to the 
sum of IL70.000 that I asked you to 
place at my disposal, please send the 
cheque to me, made out to ISL com- 
pany. Thank you, Aharon Yadlin.” 

"Ma’ariv" identified ISL as a ma- 
jor concern tor Industrial factoring. 
A German bank Joined the manage- 
ment in 1966 and loaned the company 
ILftm. Koor, the HIstadrut enter- 
prise, loaned the company IL3m. A 
Vaduz-based company Invested HA JS 
million in 1973, the newspaper said. 

According to the agreement readi- 
ed last week betweenthe newspaper 
editors and the Attorney-General, 
certain parts of the agreement sign- 
ed between the. prosecution and 
Yadlin were not to be revealed until 
after the legal period in which his 
sentence could be appealed (40 days 
from sentencing) . This was breached 
yesterday by a morning newspaper, 
which wrote that immunity for 
Yadlin would be granted in exchange 
for Ms truthful evidence concerning 
the Tel Baruch Medical Centre and 
the Hamarveh Co. 

It he is not guilty, or if Ms guilt is at 
no greater extent than the offences 
for which he has admitted guilt, then 
he would not be prosecuted.

TEL AVIV. — More than 3230m. a 
year could be saved by the govern- 
ment if it followed bis plans for con- 
serving energy. Yosef Tamir MK 
said here yesterday. 

Tamir. whose energy conservation 
motion was supported by the 
Knesset Finance Committee last 
week, called for the highway speed 
limit to be reduced to 85 kpb, a 
renewal of the once-a-week earless 
day, and an end to television pro- 
gramming at 10:90 p.m. 

Noting that U.S. ^resident Jimmy 
Carter was wearing long winter un- 
derwear and had lowered the 
temperature In the White House, 
Tamir said Israel was doing nothing 
to conserve energy. He claimed that 
the annual bill for heating and air 


conditioning the Knesset was more 
than IUm. and the electric bill for 
December alone was 1146,000. 

"If they made a large window on 
one side {of the Knesset) then we 
would not have to keep the lights on 
all day.” he said. 

Tamir. who also heads the 
Ecological Committee of the 
Knesset, called on the Interior 
Ministry to build a IL5m. pilot plant 
next to a garbage dump to recycle 
refuse into livestock feed. 

He said only 20 per cent of waste 
paper was being collected in Israel, 
while other Industrialized nations 
collect 40 per cent. If Israel could 
recycle 40 per cent of its used paper 
the country would save S 20 m. a year’

No penalties 
in new wage 
freeze bill

Firms which give ihelr workers 
more pay during the period of the 
proposed wages-prices-tax freeze 
would be violating the law but would 
not suffer any penalties . This curious 
phenomenon was revealed in the 
package deal draft tabled yesterday 
in the Knesset. The bill will be 
presented for its first reading next 
Monday. 

In fact the only penalties 
stipulated In the bill are against 
those who raise prices- Under the 
proposed bill the prices of ail goods 
and services will remain unchanged 
during the period from the date the 
bill becomes law until June 30. 
Violators of this clause could be .im- 
prisoned up to seven rears or fined 
ILIO.QOO. 

But the bill sets no penalties for 
those who violate other clauses of the 
package deal. According to the bill a 
registered company is limited to 
paying out dividends, no higher than 
those it paid out fa the same period 
last year. But a company that 
violates the law cannot be penalized. 

The same applies to the wages 
clause. The bill proposes that wage 
Increments agreed upon during the 
freeze period will be paid only after 
this period ends In July. This, 
however, is limited to the following 
groups: civil servants, army per- 
sonnel, local council employees, 
health and education workers and all 
the workers in the aviation, energy, 
water supply and electricity in- 
dustries. The bills do not stop 
employers in the private sector, 
banks, insurance companies and 
government corporations from pay- 
ing higher wages. 

But employers in those sectors in- 
cluded in the wages freeze would suf- 
fer no penalty — even though they 
would be violating the law — if they 
were to pay their employees higher 
wages. 

Attorney-General Aharon Barak 
told the The Jerusalem Post yester- 
day that the fact that no penalties 
are specified lor violators of these 
clauses is intentional. The reason, he 
stressed. Is not judicial. It Is un- 
derstood. although Prof. Barak did 
not confirm this, that the reason is 
political — the desire to keep labour 
disputes out of the law courts. 

The last clause in the bill proposes 
a freeze on taxes and local council 
rates. 

It is as yet unclear it the bill will 
pass the Knesset in Its present form. 
This depends on the decision of the 
Independent Liberal! and the 
National Religious Party — neither 
of which has yet made up its mind on 
the issue.

dally food rations given prisoners are 
so meagre that they leave the 
prisoners virtually In a state of 
vitamin starvation. “Those prisoners 
'lucky' enough to be fa hard labour 
Camps enrich their diet by the grass 
growing within the confines of the 
barbed wire,” he said. 

Vudka was moved from a labour 
camp to Vladimir Prison near 
Moscow, where conditions are 
reputed to be the most appalling In 
the USSR. He declared that at 
Vladimir "prisoners are nearly 
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starved with no way at all of combat- 
ting aevere vitamin deficiencies. 
There is no grass in Vladimir.*' He 
said people at Vladimir live on a 
different planet and only relatives of 
prisoners raise a voice of protest. 

Spokesmen for Maoz and Shlom- 
zicn expressed the fear that, in “Its 
effort to produce ‘achievements' to 
impress the electorate on the eve of 
polling. day. the Government may 
well pull out of its hat the rabbit of 
renewed diplomatic ties with the 
Russians." Hence their warning 
against such ties. 

Shlomzlon spokesman Tat-Aluf 
(Res.)Yeahayahu Bareket pointed 
out that the association between 
Shlomzlon and Maoz is limited to the 
issue of diplomatic relations with the 
USSR. 

Meanwhile, two families will 
launch protests In front of the 
Western Wall fa Jerusalem this mor- 
ning to demand reunion with their 


kin. .Tel Aviv University physics 
professor Alexander Temkfa, who 
was forcibly separated from his 
daughter. Marina, In 1973 when she 
was 18, will start a two-day vigil to 
mark the fourth anniversary of the 
day the KGB abducted his daughter. 

The wife and parents of activist 
Mikhail Mager, of the Ukraine, will 
mark the fourth anniversary of their 
separation with a hunger strike. 
Mager, a prominent activist, is 
prevented from joining his family on 
the pretext that he had access to con- 
fidential data during his military ser- 
vice. An engineer, he now works as 
an elevator operator. 

The parents of recently-released 
Prisoner of Zion Hope I Spector of 
Chernowitz have appealed for their 
30-year-old son to be allowed to join 
them fa Israel. He possessed a per- 
mit to go to Israel several years ago, 
but at the last moment it was con- 
fiscated. When he refused to 
reassume Soviet citizenship, he was 
sentenced to two years fa prison.

NEW YORK.— Six New York area 
congressmen this week launched a 
year-long programme of daily 
protests organized by the Greater 
New York Conference on Soviet 
Jewry. 

Standing in front of the offices of 
Aeroflot, the Soviet national airline, 
Frederick Riohmond, Theodore 
Weiu, Charles Rangel, Benjamin 
Rosenthal and Joseph Addabbo and 
Hamilton Fish participated fa the 
lighting of the net tumid (eternal 
flame), symbolizing New Yorkers' 
commitment to the cause of freeing 
Soviet Jews. For the next year, “six 


or more demonstrators representing 
a church, synagogue, school or com- 
munity organization will 
demonstrate each business day at 
noon fa front of the Aeroflot offices, “ 
Bronx borough president Robert 
Abrams, conference chairman, said. 
At each "freedom vigil," par- 
ticipants will hold signs c a l l i n g far 
free emigration and freedom of 
religious and cultural expression for 
Soviet Jews, Abrams said. They will 
also distribute materials, collect 
signatures on petitions, and ask 
passers-by to correspond with Soviet 
Jewish activists, he added.

Wage freeze bill 
tabled in Knesset

The Government yesterday tabled 
a bill to give legal status to the wage- 
price-tax freeze agreement, signed 
with the Histadrut last week, to 
the voluntary arbitration board 
which will hear wage claims. 

Finance Minister Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz, replying to seven 
motions for the agenda about the 
current wave of strikes, called on the 
strikers and those who planned to 
emulate them, to return to re g u lar 
work. He warned them that ex- 
aggerated wage claims would under- 
mine the economy and r s ** iw* mass 
unemployment. All seven motions 
were voted to Committee. 

Rabinowitz said he wax sure the 
agreed arbitration board would help 
prevent upheavals on the labour 
scene — provided it enjoyed 
cooperation from all sides. 

The wage-price-tax freeze, be was 
sure, would put a brake on 
till the end of June, prevent un- 


employment, and take same of the 
heat out of the economy. 

If no dam were built to stem the 
claims of the public sector 
employees, he warned, the produc- , 
tion workers would come back with I 
fresh claims. 

The Minister admitted that the 
real wages of the public .sector 
employees had fallen. 

On this same topic, in the Knesset 
Economic Committee yesterday, 
Amiram Slvan. director-general of 
the Treasury, said that wages of 
production workers had gone up 20 
per cent fa real tprms since the Yom 
Kippur War, while fa the public sec- 
tor they had fallen 10 per cent. Hence 
public sector workers were quitting 
their jobs. Agreed arbitration waa 
the only way to solve the problem. 

Later fa the day the plenum ap- 
proved a private member’s bill by 
Yehezkiel Flumin (Likud) which 
would forbid the engagement of any 
additional public sector employees 
for the next three years.

Ordnance Corps made 
700 new lines in 1976

Over 700 different military Items 
were developed for the Israel 
Defence Forces by its Ordinance 
Corps last year, it was revealed 
yesterday. 

At a meeting with military cor- 
respondents the Corps OC Tat-Aluf 
Eliezer Barak said that some 120 
items had been developed for the ar- 
moured and artillery corps alone. 
Another 280 developments were 
related to ammunition and light 
weapons. 

Currently, the Ordnance Corps Is 
producing hundreds of spare parts 
for Soviet-made tanks which were 
captured by Israel In the past two 
wars. All the cannon on these tanks 
have been standardized to the 105 
mm. cannon used in Israel's other 
tanks. 

The Corps has replaced' petrol 
engines in a large number of ar- 
moured personnel carriers of World 
War H vintage with modern diesel 
engines and all these vehicles, which 
fa any other army would have been 
thrown on the trash heap, have been 
fitted with power steering and other 
improvements. 

The commander noted that these 
changes cost about one tenth of what 
new tracked M-11S personnel 
carriers cost, and that the refur- 
bished vehicles are more than ade- 
quate for their tasks. 

Tat-Aluf Barak told the reporters 
that a commanders’ tank cupola 
developed after the Six Day War to 
provide tank commanders with add- 
ed protection while allowing them to 
operate with an open turret, is now 
being exported to tank manufac- 


turers abroad. It Is standard equip- 
ment on some of the West's most 
modern tanks, said Barak. 

The Corps was responsible for the 
maintenance of 28 types of tank, 85 
cannon, 78 different models of track- 
ed vehicles and 226 different model 
vehicles — not to mention hundreds 
of smaller Items like optical aids, 
missiles (over 20 different types) 
and 952 sorts of ammunition. 

There are over 70 different 
technical professions represented fa 
the Corps, whose job it is to ensure 
that the XDF*s equipment currently 
is functional. Busk said that the 
amount of equipment currently be- 
ing maintained has grown some 
three hundred pfer cent since the' 
Yom Klppuinvir? Cfcupled With the 
growing sophistication of equip- 
ment, this has placed severe man- 
power strains on the Corps. 

Quality control continues to play a 
major part of the Corps' function, be 
said. His branch currently has con- 
tact with 1,0X5 factories fa Israel 
producing for the armed forces. last 
year the Corps issued some 80,000 
certifications of quality, as com- 
pared with only 38,000 fa 1972.

The special team which remov- 
ed the tents was set up several 
months ago, by former Lands 
Authority head Aluf (res.)Melr 
Zorea. to prevent Beduin from 
Sinai and the Gaza Strip from 
squatting in the area. 

About 30,000 dunams of land 
have been ploughed up In the 
Negev recently, to establish the 
Authority's control and prevent 
squatting. The Lands Authority 
said that more than 1.000 sites 
have been set up for the Beduin fa 
the Negev area recently, and that 
many Beduin have established 4 
settlements in these areas. (Itim) 

Swedish, Chilean 
Navy ships due

HAIFA. — The Swedish cadet train- 
ing ship, Alvsnabben, expected here 
tomorrow for a five-day call, is one 
of two foreign training ships making 
official visits here. 

The 8,500-ton Chilean Navy ship, 
Esmeralda, will pay an official four- 
day visit fa June, as part of a nine- 
month training trip. On entering the 
port the Esmeralda will fire a full 21 - 
gun salute in honour of- the State, 
Chilean Ambassador Jorge Gana 
Eastman has told The Jerusalem 
Post. 

The Esmeralda, a four-masted 
square-rigged sailing ship, with 
some 3,000 sq. m. of sail, serves Chile 
as a training ship. She visited Israel 
once before, in May 1967. 

The Alvsnabben will be the first 
Swedish Navy vessel to call here. 
The ship was built In 1 943 and served 
as a mine layer during World War IL 
The ship's captain, Ulf S&muelson, 
will place a wreath at Yad Vashem 
Memorial in Jerusalem at 10 a.m. on 
Sunday in the presence of a guard of 
honour from the ship.

JOHANNESBURG. — "T suppose I 
began to notice it on the day After 
Hitler's birthday,” & South African' 
Jew recalled. “Some Afrikaner 
hoodlums usually get drunk to 
celebrate it and go out and paint 
swastikas on the synagogues. This 
year, no swastikas." 

The pressures South Africa's 
Jewish minority has traditionally 
faced in a society where racial pre- • 
judice la legally enshrined have been 
easing in recent years, at the same, 
time that South Africa and Israel 
have been Increasing their coopera- 
tion. 

Both sides veil how deep that 
cooperation goes, especially in the 
military field. But it Is deep enough 
to concern some liberal Jews about 
the contribution Israel Is making to 
the white minority government's 
capacity and determination to resist 
drastic changes in its apartheid 
policies. 

The American government has 
also become concerned. Unlike 
Israel, the U.S. observes an embargo 
on arms sales to South Africa. 

Numbering 117,000, the Jewish 
community occupies an exposed 
position as a minority within the rul- 
ing ' white minority. Individually, 
South African Jews have been at the 
forefront of the liberal political 
movements .that have campaigned 
against apartheid. 

But the Jewish Board of Deputies 
has never joined the Homan Catholic 
hierarchy and other groups in for* 
mally condemning apartheid. 
“We're too vulnerable as a group," a 
board member says, recalling that 
soma of the white Afrikaner 


government’s present top officials 
were interned here during World 
War n for pro-Nazi sentiments. 
Despite his own record of wartime 
internment. Prime Minister John 
Vorster was warmly welcomed by 
the Israel government in an April 
1976 official visit. 

Diplomatic isolation has helped 
drive South Africa and Israel closer 
together.

EEC warns Russians 
on illegal fishing 


BRUSSELS. — The European Com- 
mon Market yesterday warned the 
Soviet Union that its fishing vessels 
are in the waters of Common Market 
countries illegally and called for 
their immediate withdrawal. 

The ESC made its declaration at 
the first session of negotiations an a 
long-term Common Market-Soviet 
finhfrig agreement. 

Acting British Foreign Secretary 
David Owen, who delivered the' 
warning, said the Russians were 
operating illegally inside the EEC’s 
200- mile zone because their vessels 
are not licensed to be there. 

"The Soviet government is re- 
quested either to provide a list of 
vessels to be licensed or to withdraw 
Soviet fishing vessels from the 
fishing zones of member states," 
.Owen told Soviet Fisheries 
Alexander Ishkov at the start of the 
session. 

Speaking as chairman of the Coun-

Heavy gaina for Danish 
Socialists; Liberals fail 


COPENHAGEN. — Danish Prime 
Minister Anker Joergensen, boosted 
by surprisingly large gains in yester- 
day's national elections, is expected 
to try to form a coalition government 
for an energetic attack on the coun- 
try's economic problems. 

Joergensen’s Social Democrats 
won 12 additional places in the 
Danish Parliament giving them 65 of 
the 179 parliamentary seats. 
Joergensen visited Danish Queen 
M&rgrethe yesterday and told her of 
his plans to form a government. 

The social democrats, who formed 
the country's last minority govern- 
ment, made their gains largely at the 
expense of the Liberal Party — 
which suffered Its worst results 
century by losing exactly half the 42 
seats it held in the last parliament. 

The Liberals were clearly punish- 
ed by the public, who voted is near- 
record num bers, for unpopular party 


manoeuvring that has recently 
blocked parliamentary action on 
vital Issues such as wages, un- 
employment and cuts in public spen- 
ding. 

Joergensen is certain to use his ex- 
tra parliamentary muscle as a plat- 
form to persuade some of the coun- 
try’s smaller parties to join a majori- 
ty government. But observers expect 
coalition talks to last several weeks. 

His government will face rising un- 
employment and increasing foreign 
debts. With a 1976 trade deficit of 20b. 
crowns (about IL29b.).- the country 
has been actively seeking foreign 
loans. 

Joergensen has promised cuts in 
public spending to reduce debts, and 
has been helped in the battle against 
inflation by trade union acceptance 
of the government '8 proposal to keep 
annual wage increases at six per 
cent.

Counterfeit spare parts 
suspected in Boeing planes

WASHINGTON . - The U.S. 

Federal Aviation Authority (7AA) 
has announced that bogus spare 
parts, never certified as safe by the 
FAA, have been installed in as many 
as 100 Boeing aircraft. 'Die FAA 
ordered the parts to be removed un- 
til an investigation into their air- 
worthiness is completed. 

Five U-S. airlines were ordered by 
the FAA on Monday to remove all 
the suspect spare parts in as many 
as 100 Being 787s and 727s within 
45 days. Three other airlines— in- 
cluding Lufthansa and Air France — 
were warned -that they also may 
have used spore parts marked with 
Boeing tags but actually produced 
by a small eight-man firm. 

In describing the suspected fraud, 
the FAA spokesman said “We don't 
know for sure they’re bad. We just 
don't know for sure they're good 
(parts).'* He added that “there la no 
evidence of any immediate hazard." 


The parts, some of which cost 
thousands of dollars, are basically 
electronic components that operate 
various aircraft systems, such as 
flaps, slats, flight instrument 
accessories and air conditioning 
systems. The spokesman said some 
of the parts are used In critical flight 
systems. 

The ersatz Boeing parts were dia^ 
covered in the course of investiga- 
tion by King County, Washington, of- 
ficials after Boeing security officials 
.reported losing “significant 
numbers" of tools and blueprints 
from their plant. Gene Anderson, 
chief of the fraud division of the King 
County prosecutor's office said the 
distribution of the suspected parts 
dates to at least 1974. 

The FAA's action comes on top of 
disclosures last Saturday by “The 
Washington Post" that an alleged 
scheme involving the sale of millions 
of dollars In potentially substandard 
parts with forged Bell Helicopter 
and Sikorsky Aircraft identification 
tags was under investigation.

PEKING. — Battered by icy gales, 
the people of Peking are preparing 
for next weekend’s spring festival 
ushering in the Year of the Snake — 
according to Chinese horoscopes a 
year of wise solutions to political and 
diplomatic problems.

Gradually both categories of users 
multiplied until the apartment grew 
too small, and the trio found a larger 
one. Art teachers were admitted to 
an etching and practice course dur- 
ing the Hanukka vacation. Some 
stayed on as pupils. During one 
summer vacation, children aged 12 
and over had a ten-day fcattuna 
(summer camp) learning the 
technique.

“Slowly the number of artists and 
talented people without an art 
background who were learning the 
medium grew, and the quality of 
work produced at the studio went 
up," says Rita Peranlo. 

“The atmosphere became 
stimulating, the exchange of Ideas 
excited us, and the most gratifying 
experience was the enthusiasm and 
skill of the children. They handle the 
tools and acids used in this technique 
with respect and responsibility. A 
one-woman-show of one of the trio 
stirred up wide interest and press 
comment. 
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Last May again the studio was 
moved into a larger apartment (at 27 
JRehov Hayarkon). and once a week 
'now it is open to adults in the after- 
noon. Today 22 adults and teenage 


pupils use the studio and pay ILJ20 
each a month to cover the costs 
(which are high for materials). 

Etching is a subdivision of the art 
of engraving. A copper or zinc plate 
is covered with an acid-resistant 
protective layer of pitch or wax. the 
“etching ground.*' A needle Is used 
to draw on the protective layer In 
reverse (so that the print comes out 
minus the reversion). Then acid is 
applied as a mordant that eats into 
the lines. With a solvent like 
kerosene the plate Is then cleaned of 
the protective layer, a thickish 
coloured Ink is applied to the metal 
face that sinks Into the deepened 
areas. Then a print is made of the 
drawing on special (and expensive) 
paper. 

Great etchers of the past were 
Albrecht Duerer (1471-1B28). Lucas 
van Leyden (1494-1533), later on 
Rembrandt, more recently Goya and 
in our time Picasso. There are many 
techniques of etching to please In- 
dividual tastes and skills. 

The work of the children on Mt. 
Carmel has advanced so much that it 
has been put on show at the studio.

Be is also well known as a great 
collector of antiques ■ and 
ethnological objects, and has 
donated many unique collections of 
items to the Maritime Museum, and 
through it to other Haifa museums. 
They include 100 Eskimo carvings to 
walrus and whalebone, 100 Ashanti 
gold weights, 75 . bronze figurines 
dating back 3,000 years, and 82 Mex- 
ican fertility goddesses from 1,900 
B.GJS. He has also donated some of 
his oil paintings, mainly on biblical 
subjects, to the Maritime Museum.

Placing him on a small carpet, or a 
low chair will often help. Work at It 
until he can stay for at least five full 
seconds. Always go hack to him, and 
release him with a special word such 
as “okay." He should learn now to 
wait for the release command. 

Use the “sit, stay" commands 
when feeding him. He can never be 
poisoned if he will not eat without 
permission. . 


The command “down" is taught 
only following complete competence 
with “sit" and "stay." Do not rush 
things. & the pup learns slowly. It is 
no tragedy. If you push him too fast, 
he will rebel. 

To begin, place the pup first In the 
sit position. Put your left hand over 
his back in the area of the shoulder 
bones. Your right hand is used to 
raise both forefeet together, while 
gently pulling them out in front of 
him and downwards — all the time 
giving the command “down." This is 
a complicated manoeuvre, so don't 
expect it to go fast Certainly, the pup 
won't comprehend what is wanted of 
him until you have tried it a few 
times. Again, praise the pup effusive- 
ly, even if he jumps up again im- 
mediately afterwards. 

"Sit." "ait, stay," "down," and 
"down, stay" should be alternated, 
or the pup will confuse the com- 
mands. Lessons should be of three or 
four min utes duration and repeated a 
number of times daily. 

These lessons should coincide with 
the leash-training covered previous- 
ly in this column. The commands are 
taught first in a quiet house, with no 
distractions. After they are per- 
formed well Indoors.- try them out- 
side. 

This form of training Is for the pup 
under four months old. Remember 
that he is easily excited. It may 
happen that an action performed in- 
doors is not obeyed outside. Have 
patience, and you will be rewarded 
with a fully trained pup. Lose your 
temper, and you will also lose all 
that you have accomplished.

MUSIC REVIEWS 


A COMPLETELY original and thus 
stimulating programme even though 
not everything was equally exeiting. 
The Haydn Cantata is merely the 
Italian-style conventional music of 
the period but it gave Adi Etzion a 
chance to sing "straight music." 
which was quite Interesting and en- 
joyable. She was. of course, outstan- 
ding and brilliant in her solo, Berio’s 
Sequcnza. Emulating Cathy 
Berborlan. she dazzled with 
technical acrobatics but also made 
real music out of this piece. In Kurt 
Weill's settings of mediaeval poems 
lone by Fcrrucio Busoni), she added 
her expressive temperament to the 
interpretation ; it was only a pity that 
the text was not printed in the 
programme. Adi Is a real artist, with 
a good voice and all the dramatic, 
humorous, and serious inflections of 
a fine theatrical talent — always a 
pleasure to see and hear. 

Yonathan Zak appeared in several 
different roles: as accompanist to 
the singer (Haydn and Weill) , which 
is, perhaps, his forte; and as soloist 
to Tal’s Cbncerto (to collaboration 
with an electronic tape in a lively 
dialogue and unconventional in- 
tellectual conception). Finally, to 
the Beethoven Variations he tried his 
hand at original interpretation, 
though divergencies from the

classical did not really convince or 
impress.

"THE Black Banana" takes the 
cake! It succeeds to topping those 
other Israeli films which had 
become front-runners for the worst 
movie we'd ever. seen. In this fUsv, 
everything is bad: the acting, the 
directing, tbe editing, the 
camerawork, the script — all equal- 
ly, teeth-grtoding-boringly, bod. 

From what we'd heard when it was 
at first censored, the film is meant to 
be an underground, satirical, black 
comedy, or maybe just a comedy. It 
doesn’t really matter. It’s a love 
story, a satire, a pastoral thriller — 
anything you want. 

From what we could make out, 
what happens In the picture (though 

we wouldn’t like to bet on this) Is that 
a tall, handsome Texan arrives In 
Israel with a group of Hassidim who 
are forcibly returning their hippy 
son to the fold. The Hassidim fight 
with the police. Then the Texan's 
parents arrive to take their son 
home. They hand money around and 
offer a ZL10.000 reward for him. 

The hippy meanwhile escapes 
from the Hassidim and meets an 
Arab youth who needs money to 
marry his girl. The Arab lends the 
hippy a Beduln robe. (Somehow, a 
dybbuk is connected with all this). 
The hippy meets a girl he likes and 
they and the Texan star in a kibbutz 
production of "The Dybbuk." The 
hippy brings the Texan's parents 
and collects the money and gives It 
to the Arab. Something happens to 
the dybbuk. 

I think everybody's happy in the 
end — except, of course, the 
viewers: those of them, that is, who 
remain till the end. 

The underlying theme of the film 
is... you know: p-e-a-c-e-. As the tall, 
handsome Texan says to all girl ex- 
tras: "Shalom, Baby!" Peace 
between hippies. Arabs. Jews, 
police, Hassidim, mienagdim, 
Sephardim, dybbuks, goats and peo- 
ple. To the camera, it’s all the same.

New fibre 
glass car

TEL AVIV. — Starting thia month, a 
new car — the British-made Kitten 
— can be seen on our roods. This ad- 
dition to the already large variety of 
cars here has been made in spite of 
repealed criticism on that score and 
calls to reduce, rather than increase, 
the various imports. 

So why bring in the Kitten now? 

J put this question to Ray Wiggin. 
managing director of the Reliant 
Motor Group Ltd., manufacturers of 
the Kitten, who la here to introduce 
the car. According to Wiggin the 
Kitten 1 offers something no other 
manufacturer docs: great fuel 
economy, a long-lasting body, 
chassis and engine (650cc.l, good 
manoeuvrability — and all thl* At a 
relatively low price. 

I asked about the safety of the 
Kitten, with its fibre-glass body, in 
view of reports that such bodies can 
bum completely within a little over 
two minutes. 

Wiggin admitted that in the past 
the resins in glass fibre had a higher 
chance of catching fire, but that to- 
day manufacturers were using 
flame retarding resins. These take 
longer to catch fire, burning only 
when there Is a strong flame source. 

The local importer of the Kitten, 
Dan Yerushalmi. who manages 
British Cars Distributors Ltd., told 

Fiat workers want 
right to set prices 

TURIN. — Italy’s powerful 
metalworkers’ union has demanded 
a controlling voice in setting prices 
for cars produced by the Flat 
Automobile Company — a right 
belonging thus far exclusively to 
management.

Wiggins said that Reliant Is not a 
big company— the fifth largest car 
muker in England, after Ford, 
Loyland. Chrysler, and. VauxhalL 
The firm is ten years old and 
produces about 16,000 automobiles a 
year. It likes to refer to Itself as a 
specialist car producer. 

Israel Is the fourth country, after 
Holland, Belgium and Switzerland, 
to import the Kitten. 

I asked Wiggin whether there was 
any possibility of assembling the 


Kitten here, specially since Israel 
had been one of the pioneers in the 
production of fibre glass cars. The 
family of the veteran car maker 
Yitzhak Shubinsky owns British 
Cars Distributors Ltd. 

Wiggin said that the subject was 
not under discussion today. Yitzhak 
Shubinsky added, ’’why ask such 
questions now, let's wait and see how 
thia car is accepted here first.** 

I asked Wiggin again, “why 
Israel?" 

He said that he had a long-standing 
interest in Israel. He also believed 
that the driving public here was 
more alert to fuel economy a»d was 
interested in an automobile that 
lasted longer.

TEL AVIV. — After almost a year of 
discussion between the Ministries of 
Transport and Justice, it has finally 
been decided to raise traffic fines 
this June. 

The sttffest fines are reserved, 
curiously enough, for commercial 
offences rather than those that 
might endanger life and limb. 

For example, if the driver of a 
commercial vehicles is caught 
transporting someone for money, the 
offender now pays HAO. In June he'll 
have to fork over IL500. Similarly, if 
the buyer of an automobile fails to 
register the transaction In time, he'll 
have to pay ILSOO, as will the seller. 
Formerly the buyer was fined ILL 00 
and the seller I LAO. 

On the other hand, failure to drive 
on the right-hand side of the road will 
result in a paltry XU 00 fine. Driving 


the wrong way on a one-way street 
will cost only IU50 (up from HA 5 ) . 
and creasing the white dividing line 
on urban streets will cost ILLOO (also 
up from IL15J. The sole IL600 fine In 
the safety category is reserved for 
drivers without headlights. 

Those concerned with the quality 
of life should be pleased. For exam- 
ple. a dirty bus can result In a IU90 
fine for the driver (up from HA 0 ), 
while throwing litter from a car will 
cost the driver IL200 (up from 10). 

Pedestrians had . also better 
beware. For crossing a street where 
they shouldn't they formerly paid 
IL 6 . They are now liable to pay 1180. 

If a pedestrian should suddenly 
descend from the sidewalk into the 
street, he'll have to pay ILL50. rather 
than Us. 


French driving habits improve 


PARIS. — It might not be glaringly 
obvious when dodging the traffic la 
Paris, but French driving habits are 
Improving, says the Association of 
French Motor Insurance Companies. 

Accidents have dropped by 20 per 
cent in five years, according to 
Association statistics. For every 1,- 
000 cars on the road, there were 197 
accidents, with 19 fatalities in 1971. 
In 1975 there were only 156 accidents 
per thousand cars, with 13 fatalities. 

The reduction was attributed in 


part to the use of seat belts and to the 

stricter enforcement of speed limits. 

It noted that drivers under 21 still 
ran a higher than average risk — 
their accident rate has dropped only 
three per cent. Drivers aged IS cause 
four times more accidents than 
drivers aged over SO. 

’Women drivers have alighUy more 
accidents than men, but they tend to 
be less serious. Men drive fast and 
have worse accidents. Bachelors 
are the worst of all. (AP) 


Bid to change ‘no-fault’ law 


Jerusalem Knesset Reporter 

The Knesset yesterday voted to 
committee a private member's bill 
by Nisslm EHad (ILP> which would 
abolish the "no-fault" law for traffic 
accident victims in its present form 
and have all compensation paid by 
the National Insurance Institute. 
This would be on a similar basis to 
compensation for victims of work ac- 
cidents. for which the NU provides 
rehabilitation on a large scale. 

The extra premium would be paid 
by all who pay National Insurance 
premiums, and not Just by drivers. 
Ellad said. In addition, victims, who 
so desire, can still have recourse to 
the civil tort legislation which was 


abolished when "no-fault" law came 
Into effect last September. 

Eliad was angry at four Likud 
MKs who tried in vain yesterday to 
put through another amendment 
about traffic accident victims, 
because he claimed they were trying 
to steal his thunder. He has opposed 
the current "no-fault" legislation at 
every stage. 

Justice Minister Haim Zadok, who 
praised Eliad for hla consistent ef- 
forts on behalf of accident victims, 
persuaded the House to vote down 
the Likud private bill, which would 
have enabled victims to sue 
negligent drivers — an action which 
they cannot take under the "no- 
fault" law.

The risks of taking a 
ride with a drunk driver 


The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal and allowed a counter-appeal 
against a Judgement of the Haifa 
District Court delivered on 
December 6 , 1973 (In C.C. 31/74). 

The respondents set out by car for 
Haifa late one night after a hectic 
party in Kiryat Motzkln at which the 
second respondent's husband — the 
driver of the ear — had Indulged 
somewhat liberally in strong drink, 
A few minxes after their departure 
the car swerved off the road and 
struck an electric pylon. The driver 
was killed Instantly and the 
respondents were severely injured. 

In the subsequent action against 
the deceased's insurance company 

— the appellants in the present case 

— the Haifa District Court dismissed 
the defendants’ plea that the plain- 
tiffs had voluntarily exposed 
themselves to risk by riding with the 
deceased when they knew he was 
drunk, but allowed their alternative 
plea of contributory negligence, at- 
tributing 20 per cent of the blame for 
their injuries on, the plaintiffs 
themselves. 

Section fi of the Civil Wrongs Or- 
dinance 1 New Version) provides 
that: “(a) It shall be a defence in 
any action brought in respect of a 
civil wrong, that the plaintiff knew 
and appreciated or must be taken to 
have known and appreciated the 
state of affairs causing the damage 
and voluntarily exposed himself or 
his property thereto..." 

In the appeal and counter appeal 
against the District Court Judgment 


Mr. Y. Koren and Mr. C. Abelson 
appeared for the appellants, and Mr. 
S. Fichman and Mr. I. Anbar for the 
respondents. 

judgment 

Justice Oohn. who delivered the 
main opinion of the Supreme Court, 
first discussed the appellants' 
arguments against the District 
Court's derision that the repondents 
had not voluntarily exposed 
- themselves to risk. The Supreme 
Court, he noted, has already es- 
tablished the principle that a defen- 
dant wishing to rely on the defence of 
voluntary assumption of risk, must 
prove not only that the Injured per- 
son knew of the risk, but also that he 
deliberately exposed himself to it. 
However, In the case under con- 
sideration, it had most certainly not 
been the second respondent's wish to 
expose herself to the risk of driving 
with her husband, but ithad been her 
natural wish to accompany her hus- 
band home, whatever the risks in- 
volved; while all that the first 
respondent had wanted was to get 
home by the only means available, 
all other transport to Haifa at that 
time of the right having ceased. 

Furthermore, continued Justice 
Cohn, the Israeli courts have also 
adopted the principle that there 
must have been some sort of 
"bargain", either express or Im- 
plied, under which a plaintiff waived 
all claims to compensation against 
the defendant In advance before be 
could be deemed to have voluntarily

exposed himself to a risk. In the pre- 
sent ease, however, there could be no 
doubt that neither of the respondents 
had thought of making any such 
bargain with the deceased. Jh other 
words, they had not abandoned In ad- 
vance their rights to claim compen- 
sation for any damage which might 
be caused them in exchange for the 
deceased's agreement to drive them 
to Haifa, despite his In toxication. 

The appellants’ appeal should, 
therefore, be dismissed. 

Turning next to the respondents’ 
counter-appeal against the District 
Court's decision that there had been 
contributory negligence on their 
part. Justice Cohn held that while it 
is true that every person owes a duty 
to himself to refrain from en- 
dangering his life by recklessness or 
thoughtlessness, it is equally true 
that before any such failure to 
protect himself would be deemed to 
be contributory negligence, this 
failure must be proved to have been 
unreasonable. The question before 
the Supreme Court — and that which 
the District Court should have 
answered — was, therefore, whether 
the respondents had behaved un- 
reasonably by driving back to Haifa 
with the deceased. 

In holding the answer to be to the 
negative, he held that he could not 


accept the District Court's conclu- 
sion that the prevailing opinion 
am ongs t 1 Jur iaty i trfiiat contributory^ 
negligence must be attributed to a 
person who takes a lift from 
someone he knows has had a lot to 
drink. For this opinion was far from 
being acceptable to all jurists. On 
the contrary, the special cir- 
cumstances of each case must be 
taken into consideration and in the 
present case no reasonable per- 
son in the same situation as the 
respondents (and in particular as the 
deceased’s wife) would have elected 
to walk from Kiryat Motzkln to Haifa 
instead of taking a lift with the 
deceased. 

The counter-appeal should, 
therefore, be allowed, concluded 
Justice Cohn. 

JUSTICE LANDAU 

Justice Landau concurred that the 
appeal should be dismissed and the 
counter-appeal allowed. As to the 
question of voluntary exposure to 
risk, he did not think there was much 
to be gained from applying the 
“bargain" test which he found psy- 
chologically unrealistic. Any test, he 
continued, to be applied to problems 
In the doctrine of tort, must perforce 
be flexible in order to bend to the cir- 
cumstances which vary from case to. 


case. What can be said conclusively, 
however, is that the defence of volun- 
tary exposure to risk will be 
accepted only when the plaintiffs 
conduct reveals a readiness to take 
: risks willingly and In circums- 
tances in which there are no 
restrictions on the exercise of his 
free will. In the case under con- 
sideration. . the re s pondents had, it is. 
true, been aware of the fact that the 
deceased had had a lot to drink, but 
they had considered him to be merri- 
ly tipsy rather t hat uncontrollably 
drunk. Furthermore, the deceased's 
wife could hardly be said to have 
voluntarily exposed herself to risk 
"wheimiie defied" Ki ride hom e wi th — 
her husband instead of walking 
homciaJone^at the.de ad of night. The 
first respondent could also not be 
said to have voluntarily exposed 
himself to risk when he chose to ride 
home with his friend. 

In these circumstances, continued- 
justice Landau, he saw no cause for 
attributing contributory negligence 
to the respondents either, for only & 
chosen few,- and not the ordinary 
reasonable person, would have 
thought it wise to forego a lift home, 
in the same circumstances. 

JUSTICE ETZXONI 

In concurring with his colleagues, 
justice Etzioni noted, inter alia, that 
there had been no proof in the 
District Cburt of the effect which the 
alcohol he had Imbibed had had on 
the deceased driver of the car. while 
the respondents themselves had 
denied that they had seen any signs 
of drunkenness in him. They could 
not, therefore, be deemed to hive 
deliberately exposed themselves to 
the risks Involved in driving with 
Mm. Appeal dismissed and counter- 
appeal allowed. Judgment given on 
December 27, 3976.

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Freeze or folly? 


THE GOVERNMENT yesterday tabled the bill by which it 
hopes, if It is passed by the Knesset, to conjure up a wage freeze 
until June 30. Today, that law, which Incorporates the agree- 
ment signed last week with the Hlatadrut, la already being put to 
the test by the strike of the academics and engineers in the 
public service. 

It was clear even last week that the real content of the 
Go vernin ent-Histadrut accord was no more than a wage freeze, 
while all the other components, such as the freeze on taxes, 
prices, dividends and profits were either impracticable or 
devoid of any real content. 

The bill tabled yesterday makes It clear that the wage freeze, 
too, will not stand up to the waves of discontent which now 
engulf segments of the public service which rarely, if ever, 
before resorted to strikes, such as the engineers in the military ' 
industries. 

The proposed law not only attempts vainly to stop time from 
marching on until June 30 — it also contains no sanctions what- 
soever against possible violators. In the only area where sanc- 
tions do exist by virtue of existing legislation, namely, price con- 
trol, the law’s implementation will so obviously depend upon the 
willingness of the Government to take action that its inefficacy 
can be predicted with near certainty. 

This law, and the accord on which it is based, cannot be 
regarded as anything but the-product of confusion. Were it im- 
plementable, even if passed by file Knesset, it would at most let 
loose upon the economy an inflationary avalanche of price, 
wage and, necessarily, tax increases four months from now. 
The expectation of these developments by the -public will cer- 
tainly not be conducive to restraint in consumption during the 
interim period. 

As a matter of fact, there is not much chance that this law, 
even if passed by the Knesset, will achieve any of its objectives. 
If one of its intentions', which for obvious reasons has not been 
spelled out, is to prevent an immediate wage increase which 
would become a new and higher base on which the Gost-of-Living 
Allowance of April will have to be paid, this is unlikely to fool 
any group of workers. 

Even in the unlikely case that &ey will be effectively restrain- 
ed from pressing their demands now, they will certainly present 
their bill, with interest, when the time for thawing the freeze 
comes. 

The only result of the Government's present moves is that the 
breakdown in labour relations in the public sector will drive out 
the most qualified and most enterprising of the public servants, 
leaving the Government to pay the wage increases to those who, 
because of their lower standards, will remain behind. 

This bill should, therefore, be returned to the Government. 
Beseeching the sun to stand stiU and trying to legislate the stay- 
ing of the moon In the Valley of Ayalon will accomplish little. 
The public servants are not Amorltes and the Government 
should sit down to negotiate with them in earnest If paid they 
must be, it is better to pay now, to retain the better among them 
and not to embitter all. The inflationary effect will in the last 
analysis also be less than what We may expect after the elec- 
tions. 


Labour and its woes 


TROUBLE comes in threes. Nowhere would this proverb seem 
to be more tragically true today than for the Labour Party. Not 
only has the party been racked by an unprecedented and 
divisive competition for its top leadership position; not only has 
it been engulfed by a sea of troubles discharged by the Yadlin 
Affair; but now the very summoning of its national convention 
scheduled for next Tuesday, at which the dramatic race 
between Rabin and Peres was to be decided, has been placed in 
doubt. 

The Supreme Court on Tuesday upheld an earlier District 
Court decision barring automatic cooptation of the 600 
members of the present Central Committee to the forthcoming* 
convention as full voting members. As a result neither the two 
contenders nor the. ministers, Knesset Members, Histadrut 
leaders, mayors and other party functionaries will be seated at 
the convention. 

This is due to Hie decision of the party leadership to instruct 
the Central Committee anti Leadership Bureau members not to 
stand for election as convention delegates. The assumption, and 
the promise — the District Court's decision notwithstanding — 
was that their automatic cooptation to the convention somehow 
would be assured. 

Of even greater significance is the fact that under the Labour 
Party's own constitution — which the Supreme Court describes 
as a binding compact between the party and Its members — 
only 10 per cent of the new Central Committee to be elected by 
the convention may be selected from outside the convention. 
Thus, unless some heroic constitutional measures are taken by 
the convention, 90 per cent of the current leadership of Israel's 
ruling party will have to vacate their posts in the party's ruling 
bodies. 

This is so mind boggling a prospect that the party's legal 
minds will doubtless be burning the midnight oil from now until 
next Tuesday to find a way out of this new calamity. The con- 
vention, when it convenes — minus the members of the vetoed 
Central Committee — may of course seek to amend the party's 
constitution so as to permit the Committee’s coopting/But in the 
country's new political mood it is far from certain that such a 
step would be immune to renewed applications for staying 
orders from the courts. 

In any case, it is difficult as yet to foresee what this new 
development will do to plans for the election of the party's 
leader, originally scheduled for the convention's second day, on 
Wednesday. 

The entire imbroglio is a product of the Labour Party's in- 
ability to outgrow its “half tea-half coffee" tradition. When it 
was decided to hold democratic elections for the coming conven- 
tion, it was also felt that the party still had to guarantee the en- 
trenched representation of its Ahdut Ha’avoda wing, and of 
various party leaders who were not entirely sure of election at 
the branch level. The compromise decision was to have some 18- 
20 per cent of the convention delegates — exactly the number of 
the present Centra] Committee with its finely balanced factional 
composition — coopted rather than elected. 

As in the case of party financing practices, the Labour Party 
seems here, too, to have fallen victim to its own misguided rear- 
guard fight against changing political mores. Meanwhile, the 
Supreme Court’s decision that a party's constitution is more 
than a scrap of paper should be welcomed as a harbinger of a 
new era in politics. 
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The future of the Holy City Dry Bones 


Jerusalem may not reach tbe 
political agenda for some time yet, 
hut the prospect of keeping the holy, 
city united as well as peaceful has 
already elicited some thoughtful 


ideas. ABRAHAM RABINOVICH 
reports on a number pf practical 
alternative suggestions just aired by 
Jerusalem’s Deputy Mayor MERON 
BENVENISTL 


THE PROBLEM of Jerusalem may 
eventually be resolved If it is broken 
ddwn into its elements, so that Arabs 
and Jews “can discuss the trees in- 
stead of the forest," according to 
Deputy Mayor Meron Benvenisti. 

These “elements" are outlined by 
Benvenisti in the English version of 
his book, “Jerusalem, The Torn 
City” published last week. 
Benvenisti cautioned, however, in a 
recent interview that the essential 
willingness to compromise is still 
lacking. Action on the problem of 
Jerusalem must therefore wait until 
some momentum towards com- 
promise has been established on 
‘ other fronts. "The whole .thing to- 
day- is academic." be said.' 


BENVENISTI was In charge of East 
Jerusalem affairs for the 
Municipality for five years after the 
Six Day War, during which time his 
liberal policies made him an in- 
creasingly controversial figure. In 
1971, a contingency paper be bod 
prepared for the Foreign Ministry 
was leaked to the press in distorted 
form by opponents, causing a major 
outcry. 3a Us authentic version, the 
paper bad suggested the creation of ■ 
a Jerusalem metropolitan "county" 
with dual sovereignty. 

In his hook, Benvenisti says Israel 
and Jordan are in agreement on only 
one point — that Jerusalem must re- 
’ main an open city. The question la 
under whose sovereignty. The Arabs 
are unwilling to accept Israel's 
claim to the whole city. Israel is un- 
willing to accept Jordan’s demand 
for exclusive Arab control over the 
Arab ‘sector. Without making any 
recommendations of bis own, 
Benvenisti lists several possible ap- 
proaches. 

• Restoring Arab sovereignty to the 
Temple Mount and. to Arab 
neighborhoods of* Eastern 
Jerusalem, but not to the Jewish 
neighborhoods built since 1967 
across the green line — nor to the 
Jewish Quarter, the Western Wall 
and the Mount of Olives. (Some 
Arabs have endorsed this com- 
promise. says Benvenisti, but the 
majority pf them would object to it. 
Besides, "most Jews would view It 
as a redi vision of Jerusalem." Tbe 
idea would In any case be difficult to 


implement because it seeks to create 
islands of Jewish and Arab 
sovereignty.) 

• Israeli sovereignty over the un- 
ited city, but with a sovereign Arab 
corridor to the Temple Mount which 
would also be under Arab sovereign- 
ty. (This was proposed by Israel at 
one time, says Benvenisti, but the 
Arabs rejected It because it would 
leave Arab residents under Israeli 
rule.) 

• Adding West Bank areas outside 
the present municipal borders to 
Israel's sovereignty in return for 
areas within the borders. (Such a 
swap would enable Jerusalem to ex- 
pand its connections with the coastal 
plain to the northwest and 
southwest. But the Arabs, says 
Benvenisti, would not consider it a 
fair trade while the Jews would he 
unwilling to give up any part of the * 
annexed area of the city.) 

• An Israeli- Arab condominium. 
(This is hard to implement and does 
not meet the demands of either side, 
says Benvenisti.) 

• The Internationalization of 
Jerusalem, ("Impractical and clear- 
ly opposed by both sides," says 
Benvenisti.) 

• Blurring the sovereignty issue by 
creating a super-municipal unit with 
dual sovereignty. Tbe unit would en- 
compass united Jerusalem — which 
would remain under Israeli 
sovereignty — as well as outlying 
areas including Bethlehem, 
Ram all ah, Balt Sahur, Bait Jailah, 
el-Blra and more than 10 villages, all 
under Arab sovereignty. Both 
sovereignties would share control of 
a roof Municipality responsible for 
the overall problems of "Greater 
Jerusalem." The organization would 
be similar to that of the Greater Lon-, 
don Council, which is an amalgam of 
boroughs. There would be a dozen or 
more sub-units or boroughs along 
ethnic or urban lines. (This could be 
implemented on a municipal level, 
says Benvenisti, but would en- 
counter great opposition on the 
governmental level.) 

Whatever the form of sovereignty, 
adds Benvenisti, there must be un- 
restricted movement for people, 
goods, capita} and labour within the 
city, and there must be no tax 
borders. There must also be a 


system of justice, police, extradi- 
tion, municipal services, utilities, 
transportation, currency, and 
similar matters "which do not 
negate the accepted principles of 
sovereignty." Benvenisti cites as an 
example the arrangements among 
tbe Benelux countries and among the 

Scandinavian countries. 


Party financing and the law 


The four-year-old law which provides 
for the financing of party activities 
from state funds has been widely in- 
voked in connection with the Yadlin 


affair — but mostly out of context, 
says Post legal editor DORIS 
LANKIN. Here is a layman’s (and 
Knesset Member’s) guide to that law. 


THE FINANCING of Parties Law 
came into force on January l, 1973, 
and was designed to achieve two 
main purposes: first, to curb the ex- 
cessive spending by parties on 
Knesset and local elections, which 
had reached astronomical figures in 
the 1965 elections; and secondly, to 
discourage the well-established 
practice of political parties in draw- 
ing funds from large economic enter- 
prises, which makes for in- 
terdependence between the parties 
and the enterprises. 

In' order to achieve the first pur- 
pose. the Law. which was preceded 
by an ad hoc bill in 1969, makes 
provision for state-financing of elec- 
tion costs In proportion to the 
number of members each party 
succeeds in getting elected to the 
Knesset. In addition. It allows the 
parties to spend, out of their own 
funds, an additional sum. amounting 
to up to one-third of their allocation, 
on their election campaign. If any 
party exceeds this quota — and this 
fa something which the State Comp- 
troller’s Office has to establish — It 
forfeits the right to be financed by 
state funds, and has to fall back on 
its own resources. 

The second purpose is achieved, 
first, by the express provision In the 
Law that no party may. either 
directly or indirectly, receive any 
contributions from corporations iq 
Israel; and secondly, by making a fix- 
ed allocation to each party, in 
proportion to the numbers of their 
Knesset seats, for their running ex- 
penses. 

In this case, too, tbe Law allows 
the parties to draw on their own 
funds for their daily expenses up'to. 
an additional sum of 50 per cent of 
their state-funded allocations. If 
they exceed this quota, or if they 
receive funds from a corporation in 
Israel — and this again is something 
which has to be established by the 
State Comptroller — they will forfeit 
their right to the public funds. 


accusing Mapai and Its associates of 
using the vast resources of the 
Histadrut enterprises and of the 
large co-operatives, like Egged, to 
keep their party machine well-oiled 
and thus maintain their dominant 
position in Israeli politics. The ruling 
parties, on the other hand, could 
hardly have opposed this provision 
as this would have amounted to tacit 
admission of their critics' 
allegations. 

However, just like the other 
provisions which restrict spending 
on elections or on current expenses 
all that this particular provision 
amounts to is that the parties ore 
given a choice: stick to the 
limitations on spending and money- 
collecting laid down in tbe Law — or 
forfeit your right to be financed by 
state funds. Even more: the Law 
allows parties to expressly waive 
their rights to state-funding, If they 
think they need more for election 
and current expenses than they 
would receive under their 
allocations, and are confident of be- 
ing able to collect what they need 
from their own private, as opposed 
to state, resources. 

In other words, there is nothing in 
the Law* which makes it a criminal 
offence to spend more than the 
Knesset Committee iwhlch fixes the 
allocations) thinks should be spent 
on elections and current party ex- 
penses. or to collect contributions 
from large economic corporations. 
Ail that the Law tells the parties is 
that they cannot have it both ways; 
they cannot collect moneys at will 
and still expect to be supported by 
State ftinds. If they do the former — 
and that is something which the 
State Comptroller must establish — 
then they will forfeit their right to 
the latter. 


provision went a long way towards 
satisfying virtually all parties, who. 
are ail notoriously plagued by vast 
accumulations of unpaid debts. 

If, therefore, the parties can prove 
to the satisfaction of the State Comp- 
troller that any large sums of money 
they have collected (and they need 
millions) have been used exclusively ( 
to pay debts Incurred before' 
January 1, 1973, they will still be en- 
titled to State-funding for their 
current expenses and for their 
forthcoming election expenses. 


THE PROVISION against political 
donations by corporations com- 
manded overwhelming support in 
the Knesset. The opposition parties 
were all for it because, ever since the 
inception of the State, they had been 


THERE IS. HOWEVER, one area to 
which the restrictions in the Finan- 
cing of Parties Law does not apply: 
that is. to the payment of party debts 
accumulated before 1973, when the 
Law came into force. In other words, 
the parties are at liberty to collect 
donations from whomsoever they 
wish — and as much as they can 
successfully do — for the express 
purpose of settling past debts. This 


Any allegations, from whatever 
sources, of criminal conduct against 
parties who receive large donations 
from sympathisers, of whatever 
category, are thus unfounded. If the 
Financing of Parties Law is pur- 
ported to he their basis. It might 
very well be argued that there ought 
to be a law making party finance 
fin angling a criminal offence. But 
that is a matter for our legislators to 
decide — after they themselves have 
digested and absorbed the 
significance of the laws they have 
already made. 

The situation is. of course, com- 
pletely different in regard to moneys 
which have been illegally collected. 
If, for example, a person in public 
service (and that Includes just about 
everyone employed in the so-called 
public sector) takes a bribe (which 
by definition includes a "kick- 
back"), then this is a criminal 
offence under the Criminal Code, 
and it does not make It any less of an 
offence — although it might be 
pleaded as a mitigating cir- 
cumstance for punishment purposes 
— that the bribe was token for the 
benefit of the public servant’s 
favourite party and not for his own 
pocket. 

Moreover, if it is proved that a 
leading member of that public ser- 
vant’s favourite party counselled or 
required him to take bribes for the 
sake of the party, then that leading 
member would be an accessory to a 
criminal offence and therefore 
equally guilty. But that again Is a 
separate Issue, which need not be 
confused with the general run of par- 
ty financing, and certainly not with 
the provisions of the Financing, of 
Parties Law. 


WE ARE BEING swamped by letters 
from irate readers on the subject of 
the advertisement for the Inter- 
Continental chain of hotels in the 
February 7 Issue of “Time” 
Magazine. 

The full-page colour ad. hats the 
chain’s hotels in the Middle East. In 
six cases, the country in which the 
hotel is situated la mentioned in addi- 
tion to the city. The lone exception la 
Jerusalem. 


Most of the angry writers suggest 
that since the management of the 
Inter-Continental chain is unwilling 
to recognize Jerusalem as the capital 
of Israel. Jewish clients around the 
world should draw the necessary 
conclusions and act accordingly. 

For ourselves, we should like to 
think that the tycoons of Inter- 
Continental Hotels (which we believe 
■ are owned by Pan-Am Airways) 
either feel that Jerusalem is the cen- 
tre of the world or recognize the 
spiritual quality of Israel's capital. 
From time Immemorial in Jewish 
tradition Jerusalem has existed on 
two planes ' — Yerusholayim xknl 
main and Yrmnhaluyim Khel manic 


(Jerusalem the earthly and 
Jerusalem the heavenly). 

Incidentally, in all fairness to 
"Time." it should be said that the 
advertisement in. its Feb. 14 Issue 
mentions only cities, without 
reference to country. F.D,

KING KHALED of Saudi Arabia has 
invited two of Holland's leading 
professional soccer teams to play in 
Riyadh next summer. He to anxious 
to show his subjects what good foot* 
ball looks like and has decided that 
Ajax of Amsterdam and Feyehoord 
of Rotterdam arc just right for the 
purpose. 

But there are two snags, our 
Amsterdam correspondent notes. 

In the first place, the Dutch foot- 
ballers can't leave Holland until 
after the end of their own soccer 
season in June — and their available 
dates may coincide with the semi- 
finals and finals of Saudi Arabia's 
King Kh died Cup which tbe monarch 
is unwilling to postpone. 


In the second place, both the Dutch 
teams and the supporters who will 
accompany them will be expected to 
be in possession of certificates of 
"non-Jewishness." Amsterdam's 
Ajax, in particular. Is a club with 
many Jewish supporters and they 
have already announced that they 
have no intention of applying for 
these racist certificates.

AS FOR THE QUESTION of the 
Temple Mount, which is perhaps the 
thorniest Issue, Benvenisti lists 
several suggestions. Among these 
are: 

• The removal of the Temple Mount 
from the sovereignty of any state. An' 
International agreement would es- 
tablish the responsibilities of the 
Moslem Council which would ad- 
minister the Mount as well as 
questions of legal immunity, tax ex- 
emptions and police arrangements. 
This agreement would be signed by 
Israel and an Arab state. In other 
matters. Including customs duties,' 
Israeli law would apply. 

• Symbolic Arab sovereignty — the 
right to fly an Arab ffog, post a un- 
iformed guard, use Moslem curren- 
cy as legal tender on the Mount, and 
mention a Moslem ruler in sermons 
— the latter two being intrinsic ex- 
pressions of sovereignty under 
Islamic law. In all other respects, 
Israeli law would apply. 

• Institutionalization by Israeli 
legislation of the status quo whereby 
Israeli sovereignty prevails but 
effective control is in the hands of 
the Moslem Council. 

Every one of these and other alter- 
natives listed by Benvenisti is dis- 
tasteful to substantial numbers of 
people within either the Israeli or 
Arab camps, if not both. Determined 
not to encourage false optimism, 
Benvenisti nevertheless sees one 
hopeful sign. In refusing to see 
Jerusalem become a divided city 
again, both sides are implicitly in- 
dicating their willingness for com- 
promise — even though they may not 
know it yet. 

"You can’t say you don’t want it to 
be the way It was before 1967, and 
then say you don’t want to com- 
promise. If people are forced to face 
this fact, they may be willing to pay 
the price," says Benvenisti.
